Tuesday nigto at 10r40, completing 
his remarkable trip to Panama and 
Porto Rico. Thte trip 'up The Potomac 
on the converted yacht, Mayflower, to 
which he and his partv were trans- 
ferred from the .Louisiana at Piney 
"Point, was made without especial inci- 
dent As. the Mayflower pulled into the 
dock at the rear of the office of- the 
commandant at the navy yard, Mias 
Ethel 
Roosevelt, 
the 
president's 


daughter, 
and Miss Hagner, Mrs 


Roosevelt's secretary, were -waiting to 
greet the party. Miss Roosevelt Im- 
mediately rushed on board as soon as 
the gangplank was laid and affection- 
ately greeted her father and mother. 
There was also at the dock to wel- 
come the president Captain McCoy, 
IT. S. A., and Lieutenant Commander 
Key of the marine coip», the presi- 
dent's aides, and the commandant and 
other officials of tho nary yard and 
the Uruguayan charge d'affaires. The 
president landed within 10 minutes 
after the arrival of tho Mayflower. 
To those who met him ho stated that 
he had a delightful trip and that ho 
was feeling 'fine 


President and Mrs. .Roosevelt reach- 


ed the White Hoitfe shortly after 11 
o'clock. 
As the 
president, alighted 


from his carriage he 'shook, hands 
with all the attaches and others 
waltinfe on the' portico. 
Speaking of 


his trip the president said: "We had 
a very , pleasant, very enjoyable time, 
and I an) deeply impressed with the 
United Stales navy, with Panama and 
with Porto Rico." The Panama canal, 
it was stated by the president, will bo 
a subject of a special message, and 
consequently on that subject the pres- 
idont will say nothing' at this time.

I got oft on the platform and as thf 
train started to move I mounted tt 
again and commenced to go through 
the passengers in a sleeping car, 
where I allowed the conductor to f*t 
too close to me and he grabbed I»y 
pistol and my throat.

wrenched the pistol from hre and I 
broke and ran to the back of the trala. 
Many of the passengers and all of th» 
train crew mshed upon me while th« 
train was in motion, struck me upoa 
th'e head -with the pistol and tried to 
throw me overboard while the tral'i 
was running 30 mil«* an hour.
